The Los Angeles Examiner said Mon­ 
day that Southern California 
furnished 
the world with 32,000,000 pounds of 
beans last year and that it will furnish 
at least 50,000,000 pounds this year if 
estimates 
obtained by the Examiner 
from the farm advisers in the southern 
eounties are correct. The biggest crop 
•of legumes ever grown in California is 
assured with more damp (lays following 
in March. 
Practically every rancher 
will plant some beans. Many will de­ 
vote 200 and 300 acres to bean fields, 
where they have heretofore hud alfalfa 
or barley. 
Hundreds of fruit 
growers 
•will plant beans between the rows of 
_tlicir trees, and this alone, it is said, 
will add millions of pounds to, the har­ 
vest. Section's of this region that have 
never attempted bean culture will be 
planted by scores of acres to white and 
pink beans this year. 


Uncle Sam wants all the beans that 
can be produced. On Saturday he com­ 
mandeered all tho white beans on the 
Pacific coast for army and navy con­ 
sumption. There is not a ton of white 
beans left today in California for pri­ 
vate sale. The growers provided their 
seed beans long ago. 


In Ventura county, the home of the 
lima bean, the acreage for that kind of 
beans, so County Farm Adviser Hilton 
says, is going to be fully 7000 acres 
more than ever before. Sugar beet lands 
will be planted to beans. 


Orange county, which had over 50,- 
000 acres in beans last year, will have 
at least 75,000 acres this year. 


The Puente and El Monte 
district 
grew 6000 acres of beans in 1917 and it 
will have twice that acreage in 1918. 
Riverside, 
county 
had 5000 acres of 
beans last season and its ranchers are 
preparing for a bean acreage of 20,000 
acres now. 


F, G. Lewis, the bean magnate of 
Ventura county, said yesterday: 


" I advise everyone who has soil suit­ 
able to bean growing to plant that crop 
this year. Not the least danger of glut­ 
ting the market. The thing cannot be 
overdone in war times. I t is not only 
one's patriotic duty to furnish the gov­ 
ernment with beans, but it is a most 
profitable 
agricultural 
enterprise. 
I 
know of no way in which the rancher 
can do his bit for his country better 
than by growing beans. Every pound 
will be called for at excellent prices as 
soon as the harvest is over. Hundreds 
of growers got a profit of over $200 an 
acre from beans in 1917, and they will 
do almost as well this coming* season." 


Gas Company Books 


To Be Examined 


That the rights of the people of the 
city of Covina are being carefully pro­ 
tected in the matter of the possible in­ 
crease in gas rates as petitioned for by 
the Southern Counties Gas Company, is 
shown by the report made Tuesday ev­ 
ening to the Covina city trustees by 
City Attorney Andrew M. Pence. 


The Covina city attorney has been 
working in conjunction with similar of­ 
ficials for the cities of Azusa, Glendora, 
La Verne, and San Gabriel valley incor­ 
porated cities, for the purpose of form­ 
ing an inter-city fund to bo used for an 
examination of the books of the gas 
company. 
This fund is forthcoming, 
having been approved by all the cities 
affected. 
Following the city attorney's 
report, tho Covina trustees voted an 
appropriation of $150 to be the city's 
pro rata for this work. 


Tho attorney for the gas company 
has practically assured the representa­ 
tives of cities in the San Gabriel valley 
that there is no intention on the part 
of the gas company to raise the rates 
•in this section of their territory, as the 
rates hero are already higher than in 
any other communities. The potition to 
tho railroad commission made by the 
company, asking for a raise in.rates, 
will result, it is believud, in a more 
equitable rate being placed over the 
whole 
territory, 
which 
covers 
many 
cities and communities in tho counties 
south of tho Tehaehepi. 
Where rates 
are low, as is said to bo the case in 
cities in Orange county, they will per­ 
haps be raised through an order from 
tho commission. 


Attornoy I'once does not believe in 
allowing this statement to suttieo, how- 
e'ver, uud is working energetically for 
proper evidence in ease it is needed. 
Tho gns company has volunteered t o 
open its books for an investigation into 
physical valuations. It is expected that 
Engineer Barker of Los Angeles will be 
employed by the San 
Gabriel 
valley 
eitios t o personally examine the cum 
puny books.

Increasing Rapidly 


One of the remnrkable changes in the 
method of operation in citrus ranching 
hns come about quietly in this vnlley, 
nnd is just coming to be noticed with 
interest. I t is the almost total elimina­ 
tion of horses and mules from the 000- 
aere orange and lemon ranch of the 
Azusa 
Foothill 
Company at Azusa, 
known generally as the Slauson ranch. 


The ranch management, which is act­ 
ively in the hands of ,T. T. Linuley and 
C. A. Griffith, recently came to the de­ 
cision that tractors had definitely "ar­ 
rived" as a practical means of power 
in the orchnrds, and they are now using 
two of the Model 25 Samson Sieve-Grip 
tractors, for which Hninmcrsley & Ire­ 
land of Puente are distributors. 
These 
tractors may be seen nt work practi­ 
cally any day now on this great ranch, 
and an increasing number of ranchers 
of the valley are watching the results 
obtained. 


Sonic time ago onoe of these Samsons 
of the same model was purchased by 
the Chapman ranch in Covina, and is in 
almost constant use on that ranch.

" K e e p six h e n s , " says E. J. Hauscr, 
instructor in agricultural extension in 
the University of California, " a n d pro­ 
duce more food for the family, and so 
for the nation in its time of n e e d . " 
In a leaflet just published, and obtain­ 
able free by writing to the College of 
Agriculture at Berkeley, Mr. Hauscr 
tells the housewife how to proceed to 
get the best results. Three or four large 
drygoods boxes, he advises, can be made 
into a good house for six hens. 
Four 
square feet of space should be allowed 
for each fowl. 
The open-front 
house, 
with the three other sides 
draft-proof, 
is very satisfactory. A muslin curtain 
can be placed in front, to be drawn 
down in rainy weather. This allows free 
ventilation and at the same time keeps 
the hens dry and comfortable. 


In addition to the table scraps, the 
fowls should have a grain feed of equal 
parts of barley and milo 
maize or 
Egyptian corn. For six hens, a quarter- 
pint of this grain 
mixture should be 
given 
every 
morning and a half-pint 
every evening, and if the table scraps 
are scanty the fowls should also have a 
dry mash. This dry mash may profitably 
be 
kept 
before 
Leghorn 
hens at all 
times, but the hqavier fowls arc prone 
to eat too much and become overfot if 
they have free access to the mash. For 
green feed, lawn 
clippings, 
vegetable 
tops, lettuce leaves, etc., may be used. 
This green feed seems to stimulate the 
appetite of the fowls and make diges­ 
tion easier. Pure fresh water, plenty of 
sharp grit, oyster shells, and charcoal 
should be kept before them. 
The char­ 
coal may be fed in powdered form and 
mixed with the dry mash, if desired, he 
says.

The Board of Trustees of the City of 
Covina do ordain as follows: 


Section 1. For the purposes of this 
ordinance the word " g a r b a g e " is de­ 
fined to be all animal and vegetable 
refuse 
from 
kitchens 
nnd household 
waste 
that 
shall 
have been 
prepared 
for or intended to be used a; food or 
shall have resulted 
from the prepara­ 
tion of food. 


Section 2. It shall be unlawful for 
any person, firm or corporation to re­ 
move or convey, or to cause or permit 
to be removed or conveyed, any gar­ 
bage upon or along any public street or 
alley, or other public place in the City 
of Covina; provided, however, that the 
provisions of this section shall not ap­ 
ply to any person in the employ of the 
City of Covina who shall be assigned by 
the City Marshal to the work of gar­ 
bage disposal, or to any person, firm or 
corporation with whom the City of Co­ 
vina has entered into, or may hereafter 
enter into a contract for the collection, 
removal nnd disposal of garbage, or to 
any employe of such "contractor, during 
such time as such contract shall be in 
force. 


Section 
It shall be the duty of 
every owner, manager or person in pos­ 
session, charge or control of any board­ 
ing house, restaurant, hotel, apartment 
or eating house and of every person oc­ 
cupying n dwelling or flat within the 
City of Covina to provide, or to cause 
to be provided, and nt all times to keep, 
or to cause to be kept as in this ordi­ 
nance 
prescribed, portable 
vessels, or 
receptacles for holding garbage. 
Each 
such vessel, or receptacle shall be con­ 
structed of metal and shall be water­ 
tight and shall be so constructed as to 
contain not less than three, nor more 
than ten gallons, and shall be provided 
with a handle or handles on the outside 
thereof and with a tight-fitting 
metal 
cover. Such cover shall not be removed 
except when necessary to place garbage 
therein or to take garbage 
therefrom. 
Each such vessel, or receptacle, shall be 
kept or placed in the manner following: 


Where there is an alley other than a 
blind alley in the rear of the premises, 
such 
vessel, 
or receptacle, 
shall be 
placed on the premises within five feet 
of the rear property line; 


Where there is no alley other than a 
blind alley in the rear of such premises 
and there is a side entrance to the rear 
of such premises, each such vessel, or 
receptacle, shall be placed on the prem­ 
ises at a point accessible from such en­ 
trance and not less than fifty (50) nor 
more than seventy-five (75) feet from 
the front property line. 


Where there is no alley other than a 
blind allov. nor such side entrance, each 
such vessel, or receptacle, shall be plac­ 
ed on the curb in front of the premises 
during the hours fixed by the city for 
the 
collection 
of 
garbage 
therefrom. 
Each such vessel, or receptacle, shall be 
accessible to the garbage collector when 
called for. 


Section 4. It shall be unlawful for 
any person other than the owner or an 
officer or employe of said city, or an 
employe of the person, firm or corpora­ 
tion holding a contract with the City 
of Covina for the collection, 
removal 
and disposal of garbage to interfere in 
any manner with any such vessel, or re­ 
ceptacle, or tne contents thereof, or to 
remove any such vessel, or receptacle, 
from the location where the same was 
placed by the owner thereof, or to re­ 
move the contents of any such vessel or 
receptacle. It shall be unlawful for any 
person to place or to cause or permit to 
be placed in nny such vessel or recep­ 
tacle any substance other than garbage. 


Section 5. It shall bo unlawful for 
any person, firm or corporation to de­ 
posit, or to cause or permit to be de­ 
posited, any garbage 
upon or in any 
public 
street, 
alley 
or other 
public 
place, or upon any premises in the said 
city, except in receptacles as herein pro­ 
vided. 


Section fi. The provisions of this or­ 
dinance shall not apply to any portion 
of the City of Covina where garbage is 
not collected by duly authorized 
con­ 
tractors or employes of said city. 


Section 7. 
That nny person, firm or 
corporation 
violating any of the pro­ 
visions of this ordinance shall be deem­ 
ed guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon 
conviction thereof shall be punishable 
by a fine in a sum not exceeding Three 
Hundred (300.01H Dollars, or by impris­ 
onment in the city jail for a period not 
exceeding ninety (90) days, or by both 
such fine and imprisonment. 


Section 8. All ordinances and parts 
of ordinances in conflict with the pro­ 
visions of this ordinance are hereby re­ 
pealed. 


Section !». The city clerk shall cer­ 
tify to the passage of this ordinance 
and shall cause the same to be published 
once in " T h e Covina Argus," a weekly 
newspaper published and circulated in 
said city.

It remained for one of the biggest 
citrus ranches in the state, however, to 
achieve the greatest triumph in growing 
beans between tree-rows. C. C. Tcagire 
of 
the great 
lemon 
ranch 
of 
Santa 
Paula gives freely his experience with 
bean growing last year, and it is a rev­ 
elation that should be studied'by every 
rancher. 


"Only a y>ortion of the great Lemon- 
cria ranch was available for bean-plant­ 
ing, the largest 
plot 
being 15 acres 
planted to lemons three years old. Most 
of the remaining acreage was too old i 
and 
therefore too shady to plant an 
intermediate 
crop. 
Of 
this 
acreage, 
eleven-sixteenths of the land was act­ 
ually occupied by beans. 


Of this planting Mr. Tengue told the 
editor of the Argus 
last 
week 
that 
there was raised 4152 pounds to tho 
acre, averaging the whole 115 acres, 
and 035,754 on the entire ranch, for the 
season's crop. This crop brought a lit­ 
tle better than ten cents the pound, or 
$70,000. 
The 
bean-straw 
from 
this 
yield, if sold, would have brought on 
the average of $4 the ton in that part 
of the state. It would have brought a 
bigger price than this if it had been 
raised in the San Gabriel valley, where 
last year there was not enough bean- 
straw to satisfy the needs of the local 
ranchers.

As a nation we have been saving fif­ 
teen billion dollars yearly.

Tho war is costing twenty bil­ 
lion dollars annually, which 
consumes 
the fifteen billion that we were saving 
and leaves five billion short. 


Assuming that our population is one 
hundred million, it would require a sav­ 
ing of about $50.00 a person per annum 
to save these five billions.
